Mr. C. H. Bnndy of Marion, Ind., 
was in Mnncie the other day. Mr. Bun­ 
dy is the now famous inventor of the 
new calendar which he expects to see 
universally adopted in 1900. Mr. Bnn­ 
dy, when asked regarding his unique 
idea for a new calendar for 1900, with 
13 months of 28 days each, 
said: 
“ When the present calendar was adopt­ 
ed, an error was made which makes it 
necessary to drop leap year in 1900, 
that the calendar may be exact with a 
correct sclar reckoning. The history of 
early calendars is very unreliable, but 
enongh is know-n to show that they 
were numerous and incorrect. 
I have 
made a study of this, and therefore I 
have designed and have a copyright on 
a new calendar which I hope will be 
adopted at the beginning of the next 
century.” 
Mr. Bundy divides the year into 13 
months of four weeks each. 
As 1900 
comes in on Monday, and as Monday is 
the first day of the commercial week, 
he makes it the first day of the month. 
The new month is called Centuary. be­ 
cause of the time of its proposed adop­ 
tion—the end of one century and the 
beginning of another. Under the Bnndy 
calendar the months do not begin and 
end on different days in the week, as is 
now the case, greatly to our confusion. 
“ This new calendar, ” continued Mr.

The Alliance Review in speaking of 
other improvements at Beloit says: 
Sebring now seems on the very brink 
of reality, for it is announced that the 
Pennsylvania lines officials have secured 
the required rails and ties which are 
loaded and ready to move forward to 
construct the first side track at the pro 
posed station. 
It is further stated that the lumber 
and stone to be used in erecting the 
depot and freight house are on the cars, 
awaiting the completion of the switch. 
It is also said on good authority, that 
a number of cars laden with building 
material, are standing on the track at 
Cleveland, Pittsburg and other points, 
awaiting the construction of the pro­ 
posed siding, before shipment can be 
made. 
These, together with several 
oars of brick at Louisville, are consigned 
to the new pottery firm at Sebring. 
Word from Sebring today is to the 
effect that the track will be built next 
Tuesday, or possibly Monday. 
This in 
formation has greatly strengthened the 
faith of the commnnity in the enter­ 
prise of transforming a series of vacant 
fields into a flourishing manufacturing 
city.

Mr. C. H. Bundy of Marion, Ind., 
was in Muncie the other day. Mr. Bun­ 
dy is the now famous inventor of the 
new calendar which he expects to see 
universally adopted in 1900. Mr. Bun­ 
dy, when asked regarding his unique 
idea for a new calendar for 1900, with 
13 months of 28 days each, said: 
“ When the present calendar was adopt­ 
ing an error was made which makes it 
necessary to drop leap year in 1900, 
that the calendar may be exact with a 
correct solar reckoning. The history of 
early calendars is very unreliable, bnt 
enough is known to show that they 
were numerous and incorrect. 
I have 
made a study of this, and therefore I 
have designed and have a copyright on 
a new calendar which I hope will be 
adopted at the beginning of the next 
century. ” 
Mr. Bundy divides the year into 18 
months of four weeks each. As 1900 
comes in on Monday, and as Monday is 
the first day of the commercial week, 
he makes it the first day of the month. 
The new month is called Centuary, be­ 
cause of the time of its proposed adop­ 
tion—the end of one century and the 
beginning of another. Under the Bundy 
calendar the months do not begin and 
end on different days in the week, as is 
now the case, greatly to our confusion. 
“ This new calendar, “ continued Mr. 
Bundy, in explaining itsfeatnres, “ will 
be good for all years to come, dating 
from the time of its adoption. 
By this 
arrangement it will not be necessary to 
look for or consult a last year’s calen­ 
dar or to compute time to find what 
day of the week or month a certain date 
was or will be. Another valuable fea­ 
ture under this scheme is that holidays, 
birthdays and all special dates will be 
permanent. 
This plan gives os a year 
of 364 days, leaving a shortage of I U 
days plus, which may be taken up in 
Centuary or any other month when 
enough time has accumulated to make 
an extra week. The present calendar 
takes an extra day every four years to 
keep us in line with solar time. Now, 
for the sake of permanency, why not 
allow the loss of time to ran on until 
we have enough to make an extra week ? 
My calendar is very simple, equally 
complete and on a par with standard 
time. 
It is practicable in every way 
and abreast with this progressive age.” 
Mr. Bundy has gathered all the extra 
days over and above 28 in each month 
from the present calendar and formed 
Centuary, and while he bas placed it 
after December he is inclined to think 
the new month should be the first of 
the year on account of the world’s a t­ 
tachment to Christmas and its time in 
solar calculation, but in constrncting a 
calendar for the whole world holidays 
should be considered last. 
If the new 
month is placed as the first, our local 
holidays will come later, excepting 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, and if 
last they will come earlier, but in no 
case, it is claimed, will the change be 
serious, as the objection will be almost 
wholly a matter of sentiment. 
Should Centuary become the first 
month the first holiday to disappear 
would be New Year’s day. Then comes 
Washington’s birthday, Feb. 22, which 
is on the fifty-third day of the year 
now. 
Under the change it would come 
the last Thursday in January, which 
would be the 25th. 
“ But is there any 
serious objection,” the author asks, “ to 
paying respect to his memory on the 
seventy-eighth day of the year and con­ 
tinue to observe Monday, Feb. 22, as 
heretofore?” 
Next 
comes Memorial 
day. 
There being no month with 30 
days, it disappears. Now it is nuder 
the 
one hundred and fiftieth day, 
which, under the change, would be 
Wednesday, May IO. The present date 
has been considered by many a little 
too early, as it is nearly always cool 
and flowers scarce. 
The 28th day of 
May would overcome both of these ob­ 
jections. 
Independence day on the 4th 
of July comes on the one hundred and 
eighty-fifth day of the year. 
By the 
new calendar the one hundred and 
eighty-fifth day would be June 17. 
Now Thanksgiving 
comes 
the last 
Thursday in November, or the three 
hundred and twenty-ninth day of the 
year. The new calendar would bring it 
on the three hundred and thirty-third 
day—the last Thursday, aa now. Christ­ 
mas comes on tim three hundred and 
fifty-ninth day now; then it would 
come on the three hundred and sixty- 
first day. or the last Thursday of De­ 
cember. 
Mr. Bundy is the recipient of many 
letters daily approving the change. The 
suggestion, he says, continues to grow 
in favor and is drawing to its support 
many progressive thinkers, who say 
there is nothing in the way of its suc­ 
cess but some matters of sentiment. 
Mr. Bundy is a native of Ohio and 
was at one time in business in St 
Louis, but bas of late years been en­ 
gaged in the newspaper business

Kenty. of the First ward 
They met in 
an office in the Stevenson block Satnr* 
day night and finished their book s, and 
this morning at 6 :8 0 o’clock they left 
for Lisbon where they presented their 
book s to Judge Boone and Auditor Har­ 
vey. Messrs. Kinsey, Deitz and Crox all 
were seen before they left this morning 
and gave the following as a result of 
their work : 
In the second ward Assessor Kinsey 
found the valuation to be in the neigh­ 
borhood of 1150,000. This is an increase 
of |5,500 over the valuation of last year. 
In this ward were found to be 8 8 7 per­ 
sons able to vote, and only 75 dogs were 
found. 
The Third ward was gone over by 
Henry Deitz, and the valuation de­ 
creased considerably since last year. 
Property to the value of $8 0,000 was 
booked, and 700 voters were listed. But 
25 dog owners were found, which 
is a 
marked decrease from the report of last 
y ear. 
Assessor Orox all stated the valuation 
of the property in the Six th ward was 
placed at $28 ,660, while last year the 
valuation was $8 1,970. 
This shows a 
decrease of $3,8 10 over the last report. 
In the ward 801 male persons over 21 
years were found, and 101 dogs will be 
tax ed. 
The assessors when ask ed the cause of 
the decrease in valuation of the Third 
and Fourth wards, said the majority of 
the money that was tied up last year has 
been released and invested, and that 
more was being released and placed in 
investments every day.

‘‘t\)lonel Frtnl Fiinston of the Twen­ 
tieth Kansas volunteers, who is mak ing 
such a record as a fighter in the Philip­ 
pine campaign, will never get over his 
disappointment at not going to West 
Point about 14 years ago,” said one of 
Fnnston’s classmates at the Kansas 
State nniversity to a New- York Trib- 
nne reporter recently after reading the 
dispatches from Manila. The narrator, 
who is a machine inannfactnrer in New 
York , had a number of stories to tell 
abont Fnnston. This was one of them: 
“ Fnnston is a native of Ohio, and, 
although one of the smallest men in the 
nniversity, he was one of the pluck iest. 
Before going to the nniversity, from 
which, by the way, he was not gradu 
ated, owing to his being dull in studies, 
he tried the ex amination for a West 
I':>!ut cadetship. If I remember rightly, 
this was abont 14 or 15 years ago, when 
Fnnston was a mere stripling and when 
his father was a congre.ssnmn from a 
southern Kansas district. 
“ Fred’s father had at his disposal, 
snbject to competitive ex amirntion, a 
cadetship, and Fred, after filling his 
mind with I'nited States history and 
practieing at mark smanship and sword 
ex ercise for nuniths, went intr the ex ­ 
amination, which was held, I think , at 
l^mla. Fred was confident. That’s the 
way he is bnilt, by the way. notwith­ 
standing that he is small and redhead­ 
ed, and he thought that the cadetship 
was a snrt‘ thing. Hi^ father thought 
so. too, and no donbt helped Fred along 
as much as possible. 
“ In the ex amination were half a 
dozen farmers’ eons, among them a fel­ 
low named Charles Crawford. This 
Crawford k new a thing or two himself 
and had a much better all around store 
of k nowledge than Fnnston possessed. 
When the papers were ex amined, Craw­ 
ford was found to be the winner by a 
handsome margin, with Fred a poor 
second. 
‘‘The disappointment nearly brok e 
Fnnston’s heart, and he was as savage 
as a bulldog for months afterward. 
Fred was named as the alternate, and 
he had a gleam of hope that Crawford 
would be k illed in a cylcone or get 
strnck by lightning or get crippled in 
a railroad smash up, and that as alter­ 
nate he would go to West Point after 
all. But Crawford was an nnnsually 
healthy fellow and went to the Military 
academy, where he was graduated well 
up in his class. 
He accepted a lieuten­ 
ancy in the army and in the Hantiago 
campaign was brevetted captain for 
gallant conduct under fire. He is now 
a lieutenant in the Twenty-first in­ 
fantry, and he left San Francisco for 
Manila three week s ago with his regi­ 
ment 
‘‘Now Fnnston is a colonel, with the 
prospect of speedily becoming a briga 
dier general, and it is possible that 
Crawford, who will arrive in Manila as 
a lieutenant, will have bis regiment 
assigned to Fnnston's brigade. That 
might not please Crawford, but no 
donbt it would tak e away some of the 
ating of 15 years ago, when Crawford’s 
superior ability wreck ed one of Fun- 
ston’s most fondly cherished hopes.”

STORY ABOUT FUNSTON. 


How th e F am o u s C o lo n el Lost u W est 
P o in t C ad etsh ip . 
"Colonel Fred Funston of the Twen­ 
tieth Kansas volunteers, who is making 
such a record as a fighter in the Philip­ 
pine campaign, will never get over his 
disappointment at not going to West 
Point about 14 years ago,” said one of 
Funston’s classmates at the Kansas 
State university to a New York Trib­ 
une reporter recently after reading tbe 
dispatches from Manila. The narrator, 
who is a machine manufacturer in New 
York, had a number of stories to tell 
about Funston. This was one of them: 
"Funston is a native of Ohio, and, 
although one of the smallest men in the 
university, he was one of the pluckiest. 
Before going to the university, from 
which, by the way, he was not gradu 
ated, owing to his being dull in studies, 
he tried the examination for a West 
Point cadetship. If I remember rightly, 
this was about 14 or 15 years ago, when 
Funston was a mere stripling and when 
his father was a congressman from a 
southern Kansas district. 
"Fred’s father had at his disposal, 
subject to competitive examination, a 
cadetship, and Fred, after filling his 
mind with United States history and 
practicing at marksmanship and sword 
exercise for months, went intr the ex­ 
amination, which was held, I think, at 
Paola. Fred was confident. That’s the 
way he is built, by the way, notwith­ 
standing that he is small and redhead­ 
ed, and he thought that the cadetship 
was a sure thing. His father thought 
so, too, and no doubt helped Fred along 
as much as possible. 
"In the examination were half a 
dozen farmers’ sons, among them a fel­ 
low named Charles Crawford. This 
Crawford knew a thing or two himself 
and had a much better all around store 
of knowledge than Funston possessed.

He is now 
a lieutenant in the Twenty-first in­ 
fantry, and he left San Francisco for 
Manila three weeks ago with his regi­ 
ment.

STORY ABOUT FUNSTON. 


H o w ( l ie F anto m * C o l o n e l L o s t a W e s t 
P o i n t C n d e t n h l p . 
"Colonel Fret] Funston of the Twen­ 
tieth Kansas volunteers, who is making 
such a record as a fighter in the Philip­ 
pine campaign, will never get over his 
disappointment at not going to West 
Point about, 14 years ago,” said one of 
Funston s classmates at the Kansas 
State university to a New York Trib­ 
une reporter recently after reading the 
dispatches from Manila. The narrator, 
who is a machine manufacturer in New 
York, had a number of stories to tell 
about Funston. This was one of them: 
“ Funston is a native of Ohio, and, 
although one of the smallest men in tho 
university, he was one of the pluckiest. 
Before going to the university, from 
which, by the way, he was not gradu 
ated, owing to his being dull in studies, 
he tried the examination for a West 
Point cadetship. If I remember rightly, 
this was about 14 or 15 years ago, when 
Funston was a mere stripling and when 
his father was a congressman from a 
southern Kansas district. 
“ Fred's father bad at his disposal, 
subject to competitive examination, a 
cadetship, and Fred, after filling his 
mind with United States history and 
practicing at marksmanship and sword 
exercise for months, went intr the ex­ 
amination, which was held, I think, at 
Paola. Fred was confident. That’s the 
way he is built, by the way, notwith­ 
standing that he is small and redhead 
cd, and he thought that the cadetship 
was a sure thing. 
His father thought 
so. too, and no doubt helped Fred along 
as much as possible. 
“ In the examination were half 
dozen farmers’ sons, among them a fel 
low named Charles Crawford. This 
Crawford knew a thing or two himself 
and had a much better all around store 
of knowledge than Funston possessed 
When the papers were examined, Craw 
ford was found to be the winner by a 
handsome margin, with Fred a poor 
second. 
"The disappointment nearly broke 
Funston’s heart, and he was as savage 
as a bulldog for months afterward. 
Fred was named as the alternate, am 
he had a gleam of hope that Crawford 
would be killed in a cylcone or get 
struck by lightning or get crippled in 
a railroad smash up, aud that as alter­ 
nate he would go to West Point after 
all.

O tis who reached Los Angeles, Cal., 
from Manila on May 8, is natnrally the 
hmt anthority now in the United States 
on the sitnation and prospects in the 
Philippines.

The Filipino soldiers and

trepld American volunteers and regu 
lars who have “ gone up against” them 
In the duty of suppressing a rebellion 
against the authority of the U nite( 
States and of vindicating the flag of the 
republic which they wantonly assailed 
;So that defeat— and com plete d e fe at- 
m ust be the portion of the revolution 
ary government. I look for an uncondi 
tional surrender in the very near future 
American interests in the Philippines 
are in good hands. 
Trust to Dewey on 
the sea and Major General Otis on the 
land to do their work ^ ell and thor 
wughly. The preposterous barefoot fight 
ers of the Philippines must go down be 
fore the invincible American sailors and 
soldiers, whose armed opposition they 
have unwarrantably provoked. 
The character of the natives does 
not, of course, commend itself highly 
to the resiiect of enlightened American 
or European peoples: yet they are not 
w ithout their virtues, and under firm 
and just rule, w ith their natural rights 
guaranteed to them, they can be made 
capable of much good. 
But they cer­ 
tainly have not that capacity for self 
government which w’ould warrant turn­ 
ing over the country to their civil and 
m ilitary control. 
They are not, as 
I 
have already said, united in their desire 
for autonomy and native self govern­ 
ment. and if Agninaldo and his fellows 
should be turned loose to manage the 
country and its government they would 
fail.

The different tribes of the archipel­ 
ago would quarrel among themselves, 
and the whole experim ent would end in 
more or less picturesque throat cutting. 
The value of the islands as American 
possessions is. I think, beyond dispute, 
because of their extent, their rich nat­ 
ural resonrces. as yet only partially de­ 
veloped. and their favorable geograph­ 
ical position in the Pacific, on the direct 
track from America to the orient. 
The openings afforded in the Philip­ 
pines for the employment of American

W hen it comes to considering 
the question of m aking a living and ac­ 
quiring profit in that country through 
the labor of the hands, it m ust be borne 
in mind that the clim ate is a form i­ 
dable obstacle to com plete success, not 
that it is, in fact, an unhealthy clim ate 
— I speak of the northern island of Lu­ 
zon. which is a healthy region as a 
whole— but the heat throughout eight 
or nine months of the year is so intense 
as to prevent American or Enropean 
laborers from

manual employments. 
The resources of the country, if de­ 
veloped through American enterprise, 
energy and capital, m ust be developed 
largely by the use of native labor under 
American management.

The governm ent for the islands 
shonld be strong, firm, sim ple and as 
absolutely just as it is possible for hu­ 
man governm ent to be. 
Our govern­ 
ment should not undertake to overrun 
the islands w ith a horde of civil office­ 
holders and their hangers on. 
It is, in 
the first place, not necessary and, in 
the next place, would surely result in 
corruption, extravagance, injustice and 
opposition. 
A governm ent largely m ilitary, at 
least for the im m ediate future, is the 
one best adapted to the country. There 
are many minor civil offices which 
m ight be advantageously filled by intel­ 
ligent native Filipinos, some of whom 
have had experience and have been put 
to the test under the former Spanish 
regime. 
I would go as far in that direction as 
safety m ight sanction, but I would keep 
the real governm ent of the country in 
the control of the United States, in the 
hands of its army and navy, w ith bnt 
one flag, and that the stars and stripes. 
I believe this course would produce the 
best results for that country and for 
this.

A 
vast American trade w ith

As the result of his efforts Bishop 
McLaren several days ago received a 
petition signed by 36 residents of San 
Juan asking to have a church founded 
in that city and pledging $300 a year 
toward defraying the expense of th6 
undertaking.

PISOOVERIES OF DR. HANS MEYER.

The energy of v olcanic forces in all 
parts of the world appears to hav e a t­ 
tained its 
inaxiinuin in tropical re- 
giuus. 
The greatest v olcanoes are in­ 
v ariably found 
there, 
though other 
lines of eruption m ay extend fa r out- 
i-ide the equatorial area. T hus in A frica 
ty far the greatest m ou ntain masses of 
tulcaiiic origin are in the neighborhood 
of the equator. 
A m ong them the peak 
of Kuweazori tow ers 17,400 feet abov e 
the sea, K enia rises to a height of 19,- 
OUO feet, and Kibo, the highest sum m it 
of K ilim a-N jaro, a tta ins 19,7 00 fe e t 
Kiliina-Njaro is thu s the loftiest m oun­ 
tain in A frica and lies ju st south of the 
equator. 
Dr. Hans M eyer has ju st spent a sea­ 
son in the study of this gia nt am ong 
immntains, K ilim a-N jaro, w hich has a 
jilaee for all the clim ates of the w^orld 
u|Kjn its slopes. 
From its tropical base 
to its ice crow ned su m m it it affords 
facilities for the existence of ev ery k ind 
i,f jilaiit and anim al. 
N o w onder tha t 
after its discov ery by the m issionary 
Kehiuann, in 1848, it w as alw ays an 
object of m uch speculation and inte r­ 
est. 
Forty-fiv e iluropeans v isited the 
uionntaiu before Dr. M eyer in 1887 be­ 
gan the work tha t has giv en him the 
first place am ong its explorers. A num ­ 
ber of his predecessors tried in v ain to 
reach its snow crow ned sum m it. M eyer 
succeeded only on his third attem pt. 
In 1887 he attained the a ltitu d e of 17,- 
880 feet, w hen he w as com pelled to 
turn back and rejoin his exhausted 
comrades below. He w as again defeated 
in his attem pt of 1888, b u t in 1889 he 
floundered through the snow to the top 
of Kaiser W ilhelm peak on the edge of 
the Kibo crater, the cu lm inating point 
of Africa. There he saw a glacial stream 
emerging through a rift in the crater 
wall and m ov ing dow n the w est slope. 
Since his conquest of the m ountain 
much has been added to our k now ledge 
of K ilim a-N jaro by officials in the gov ­ 
ernment of (German ea.st A frica and 
(Terman natu ralists w ho hav e spent 
many m onths in stu d ying it. The w rit­ 
ings of Dr. Lent, w ho w as m urdered by 
nativ es liv ing on the m ountain slope, 
and the book of Professor Volk ens, pub­ 
lished two years ago, recorded m any 
observ ations of m uch m erit. 
B ut noth­ 
ing was added to the discov eries tha t 
Meyer made in the A lpine region of the 
mountain. 
N ot one of his successors 
reached the ice of Kibo, though m any 
made the attem pt. 
I t is alm ost im pos­ 
sible to induce the nativ e assistants to 
enter the colder zone of the upper a lti­ 
tudes, but it w as in this A lpine region 
that the most intere sting problem s re ­ 
mained to be solv ed. H ere is the center 
of the upbuilding of the m ou ntain and 
the area from w hich a thorough study 
of it may best be m ade. 
Dr. M eyer’s 
plan last sum m er w as to circle the 
mountain in the region of the ice and 
in the subarctic zone below it. 
H is 
plans were successfully carried out in 
all respects, and the entire m ountain 
mass, which extends for about 1.5 m iles 
east and w est and 20 m iles north and 
f^ntb, may now be m apped in m uch de­ 
tail. 
In 1889 Dr. M eyer discov ered one 
glacier proceeding from the snows of 
the sum m it. He has now m apped 
12 of 
these ice stream s. T he b rillia nt 8Ui*ces8 
of his u ndertak ing is due, in part, to 
the methods of trav el w hich his prev i­ 
ous experience suggested and to the ex­ 
cellent qualities of his black guides, 
who, hav ing followed him once before 
abov e the snow lim it, rendered him far 
uiore efficient serv ice on his last v isit. 
He prov ided ev ery com fort w hich the 
conditions of m ou ntain clim bing per­ 
mitted his party to enjoy. 
A fter each 
hard day’s w ork the party crept into 
their w arm fu r sleeping bags, such as 
Dr. Nansen used in his arctic expedi­ 
tion. Thus assured good rest a t night, 
they were fully refreshed and strength­ 
ened for the hard labors of the day. 
On Aug. 9 last Dr. M eyer ascended 
the south slope of the m ountain 
to 
etudy the great fi.ssure tha t had been 
observ ed to the southeast of M awenzi, 
the lower sum m it. 
He found tha t this 
long and wide depression w as not exca­ 
v ated by erosion, b u t w as the result of 
v ^iolent dislocation, probably d u ring one 
of the v olcanic ou tb u rsts w hich caused 
a large area to subside. 
A little later 
he achiev ed the first ascent on 
the 
northern slope tha t has been m ade. He 
pnehed up through the pathless forest 
to a height of 13,500 feet, fa r abov e the 
tree line, and pitched his cam p a t the 
northeast foot of the glacial d etritu s 
which form s the steep su m m it of Kibo. 
e observ ed on this side of the m oun- 
am that the clim ate is m uch drier 
an on the southern slopa T hecharac- 
jenstic plants of the sem iarid steppe

part of tile northern slope. 
A t a 


he found, under the shelter- of a rock , a 
puny blossom. 
It was higher up the 
m ountain 
than any other flowering 
plant, and abov e it there were only a 
few types of arctic v egetation. 
In the 
inhabited region of the north side he 
found a tribe that differed greatly from 
the B antu nativ es of the southern slope. 
They seem to be ak in to the nom ads of 
the north, the great Masai tribe of 
H am itic origin, a branch of the hum an 
fam ily that is classed among the w hite 
races. These people are the cnly inhab­ 
itants of the northern slope. 
They did 
not im press Dr. Meyer fav orably, and 
be call.s them “ a dirty and im pudent 
race. ” 
In h’s cam p on the north slope the 
therm om eter sank to 18 degrees F. 
From this jxiint his party struggled 
ov er 3,000 feet higher through the snow 
up to the crater of Kibo, which they 
entered through the Hans Meyer cleft. 
The crater is roughly circular in form, 
w ith a diam eter of about 1^4 miles. In 
1889 it was half full of snow and ice, 
but the ice masses hav e been greatly 
reduced since Dr. Meyer first saw them 
and the glacier em erging from the 
crater on the w estern side is also of 
sm all dimensions. 
Dr. M eyer then pursued his m arch 
around the m ountain mass ju st below 
the snow lim it and a t lower lev els. 
He 
m ade his first v isit to the northw est 
and w est slopes of the m ountain, w here 
he found m any rugged, v olcanic cones 
tha t had been reared on the side of the 
m ountain by outbursts at a height of 
ab eu t 13,.500 feet, flooding the flank of 
the m ountain w ith colossal lav a stream s 
tha t had run together to form a pla­ 
teau, which the explorer nam ed the Ga- 
luina plateau after a large cav e he dis­ 
cov ered at a height of 11,800 feet, 
w here he had pitched his tents. 
W hen 
he clim bed up the w estern aide of the 
K ibo crater, he discov ered three inde­ 
pendent glaciers descending from the 
snows to a height of 16,000 feet, w ith 
heaps of m oraine in front of them . Be­ 
low^ were broad troughs extending tw o 
and a half to three miles, their high 
lateral m oraines indicating theii glacial 
origin. These depressions w hich glaciers 
had excav ated extend down to 13,500 
feet. He nam ed the m iddle glacier after 
Dr. E rich v on D rygalsk i, the d istin­ 
guished explorer of G reenland glaciers. 
Tw o more glaciers were discov ered 
on the southern slope of the m ountain 
whose m elting term inations are drained 
into the W eruw ern riv er. One of these 
glaciers descends to 13,800 feet, w hich 
is lower than 
any other of the ice 
stream s on the m ountain. A nother trip 
\ to the southeast of the Kibo crater, be­ 
low the R atzel glacier, w hich flows 
down the east side, rev ealed a large ex­ 
te nt of glaciated ground, the lowest 
m oraines and striated rock s lying a t a 
height of about 12,000 fe e t 
On this 
southeast slope, a t a height of 15,900 
feet, the party reached another glacier, 
from which, to their astonishm ent, 
they saw six more of these great ice 
stream s, m ak ing this part of K ilim a- 
N jaro the m ost im posing glacial zone 
on the m ountain. 
The form s of the ice 
surface here differ essentially from those 
on the east and west sides. Dr. Meyer, 
accordingly, has discov ered 12 glaciers 
com ing from the region of perpetual 
snow and descending the east, south 
and w est sides of the m onntain, and yet 
the geographers of E ngland declared 50 
years ago tha t R ebm ann was draw ing 
on his im agination when he told of the 
snow tha t crowned the greatest of 
A frican sum m its. The snow was there, 
and plenty of it, b u t the hum ble m is­ 
sionary trav eler died long before justice 
w as done to his fa ithfu l labors.—New 
York Sun.

The question of tak ing off hats has 
been discussed by the women of the In­ 
dependence A v enue church for sev eral 
week s. 
Sev eral of the church societies 
considered the step and approv ed it.

A t this 50 or m ore women seated 
near the pulpit began unpinning their 
hats. 
The rest m ade no mov e, and Dr. 
Hughes continued slow ly: 
“ For it would not do, perhaps, for 
some to tak e off their hats. They m ight 
tak e cold. ” 
Still only the original 50 sat bare­ 
headed. 
Dr. H ughes look ed a trifle dubious, 
but sa id : 
“ It would not do for others, because 
they hav e fixed their hair in such a w’ay 
tha t it would not look pretty if the hat 
were rem ov ed.” 
A hundred additional pairs of bands 
a t once w ent to work . 
Dr. H ughes began sm iling confidently 
and continued: 
“ O thers would fear to tak e off hats 
lest the hair m ight come w ith the m .” 
W ith one accord 500 women hastily 
unfastened their b ats; then, the rest not 
w ishing to stand out, there was a gen­ 
eral onset upon E aster m illinery. 
For 
a few m inutes w om en’s fingers were 
busy patting, curling and sm oothing, 
and it was only one or tw o tha t were 
fortunate enough to hav e pock et m ir­ 
rors along. 
These few tiny reflectors 
did duty for the entire pews they were 
in.

Thns in Africa 
by far the greatest m ountain masses of 
loleanic origin are in the neighborhood 
of the equator.

the sea, Kenia rises to a height of 19,- 


0U0 feet, and Kibo, the highest sum m it 
of Kilima-Njaro, attain s 19,760 feet 
Kilima-Njaro is thus the loftiest m oun­ 
tain in Africa and lies ju st south of the 
equator 
Dr. Hans Meyer has ju st spent a sea­ 
son in the study of this gian t among 
mountains, K ilim a-N jaro, which has 
place for all the clim ates of the world 
upon its slopes. 
From its tropical base 
to its ice crowned sum m it it affords 
facilities for the existence of every kind 
of plant and anim al. 
No wonder that 
after its discovery by the missionary 
Rebniaiin, in 1848, it was always an 
object of much speculation and inter­ 
est. Forty five Europeans visited the 
mountain before Dr. Meyer in 1887 be­ 
gan the work th a t has given him the 
first place among its explorers. A num 
ber of his predecessors tried in vain to 
reach its snow crowned sum m it. Meyer 
succeeded only on his th ird attem pt. 
In 1887 he attained the altitu d e of 17,- 
880 feet, when he was compelled to 
turn back and rejoin his exhausted 
comrades below. He was again defeated 
in his attem pt of 1888, b ut in 1889 he 
floundered through the snow to the top 
of Kaiser W ilhelm peak on the edge of 
the Kibo crater, the culm inating point 
of Africa. There he saw a glacial stream 
emerging through a rift in the crater 
wall and moving down the west slope. 
Since his conquest of the m ountain 


tie found, under the shelter' of a rock, a 
puny blossom. 
It was higher up the 
m ountain than any other flowering 
plant, and above it there were only a 
Ifew types of arctic vegetation. 
In the 
inhabited region of the north side he 
found a tribe that differed greatly from 
the Bantu natives of the southern slope. 
They seem to be akin to the nomads of 
the north, the great Masai tribe of 
H am itic origin, a branch of the hum an 
family that is classed among the white 
races. These people are the only inhab­ 
itants of the northern slope. 
They did 
not impress Dr. Meyer favorably, and 
he calls them “ a dirty and impudent 
race.” 
In his

camp on the north slope the 
thermometer sank to 18 degrees F. 
From this point his party struggled 
over 3,000 feet higher through the snow 
up to the crater of Kibo, which they 
entered through the Hana Meyer cleft. 
The crater is roughly circular in form, 
w ith a diam eter of about I % miles. In 
1889 it was half full of snow and ice, 
but the ice masses have been greatly 
reduced since Dr. Meyer first saw them 
and the glacier emerging from the 
crater on the western side is also of 
small dimensions. 
Dr. Meyer then pursued his march 
around the m ountain mass just below 
the snow lim it and at lower levels. He 
made his first visit to the northwest 
and west slopes of the m ountain, where 
he found many rugged, volcanic cones 
that had been reared on the side of the 
m ountain by outbursts at a height of 
abent 13,500 feet, flooding the flank of 
the m ountain with colossal lava streams 
that had run together to form a pla­ 
teau, which the explorer named the Ga- 
luma plateau after a large cave he dis­ 
covered at a height of 11,800 feet, 
where he had pitched his tents. W hen 
he climbed up the western side of the 
Kibo crater, he discovered three inde­ 
pendent glaciers descending from the 
snows to a height of 16,000 feet, w ith 
heaps of moraine in front of them. Be* 
low were broad troughs extending two 
and a half to three miles, their high 
lateral moraines indicating their glacial 
origin. These depressions which glaciers 
had excavated extend down to 12,500 
feet. He named the middle glacier after 
Dr. Erich von Drygalski, the distin­ 
guished explorer of Greenland glaciers. 
Two more glaciers were discovered 
on the southern slope of the m ountain 
whose m elting term inations are drained 
into the W eruw eru river. One of these 
glaciers descends to 13,800 feet, which 
is lower than any other of the ice 
streams on the m ountain. Another trip 
much has been added to our knowledge , to the southeast of the Kibo crater, be­ 
ef Kilima-Njaro by officials in the gov­ 
ernment of Germ an east Africa and 
German naturalists who have spent 
many months in studying it. The w rit­ 
ings of Dr. Lent, who was m urdered by 
natives living on the m ountain slope, 
and the book of Professor Volkens, pub­ 
lished two years ago, recorded many 
observations of m uch m erit 
But noth­ 
ing was added to the discoveries that 
Meyer made in the Alpine region of the 
mountain. 
Not one of his successors 
reached the ice of Kibo. though many 
made the attem pt. 
It ie alm ost impos­ 
sible to induce the native assistants to 
enter the colder zone of the upper a lti­ 
tudes, but it was in this Alpine region 
that the most interesting problems re­ 
mained to be solved. Here is the center 
of the upbuilding of the m ountain and 
the area from which a thorough study 
of it may best be made. 
Dr. M eyer’s 
plan last summ er was to circle the 
mountain in the region of the ice and 
in the subarctic zone below i t 
His 
plans were successfully carried out in 
all respects, and the entire m ountain 
mass, which extends for about 15 miles 
east and west and 20 m iles north and 
south, may now be mapped in m uch de­ 
tail. 
In 1889 Dr. Meyer discovered one 
glacier proceeding from the snows of 
the summit. He bas now mapped 12 of 
these ice streams. The brilliant success 
of his undertaking is due, in part, to 
the methods of travel which his previ­ 
ous experience suggested and to the ex­ 
cellent qualities of his black guides, 
who, having followed him once before 
above the snow lim it, rendered him far 
more efficient service on his last v isit 
He provided every com fort which the 
conditions of m ountain clim bing per­ 
mitted his party to enjoy. 
A fter each 
bard day’s work the party crept into 
their warm fu r sleeping bags, such as 
Dr. Nansen used in his arctic expedi­ 
tion. Thus assured good rest at night, 
they were fully refreshed and strength­ 
ened for the hard labors of the day. 
On Aug. 9 last Dr. Meyer ascended 
south slope of the m ountain to 


low the Ratzel glacier, which flows 
down the east side, revealed a large ex­ 
ten t of glaciated ground, the lowest 
moraines and striated rocks lying a t a 
height of about 12,000 feet 
On this 
southeast slope, at a height of 15,900 
feet, the party reached another glacier, 
from which, to their astonishment, 
they saw six more of these great ice 
streams, m aking this part of Kilima- 
N jaro the most imposing glacial zone 
on the m ountain. 
The forms of the ice 
surface here differ essentially from those 
on the east and west sides. Dr. Meyer, 
accordingly, bas discovered 12 glaciers 
coming from the region of perpetual 
snow and descending the east, south 
and west sides of the m ountain, and yet 
the geographers of England declared 50 
years ago th at Rebmann was draw ing 
on his im agination when he told of the 
snow th at crowned the greatest of 
African summits. The snow was there, 
and plenty of it, but the humble mis­ 
sionary traveler died long before justice 
was done to his faithful labors.

Dr. Hans Meyer has just spent a sea­ 
son in the study of this giant among 
mountains, K ilim a-Njaro, which has a 
place for all the clim ates of the world 
upon its slopes. 
From its tropical base 
to its ice crowned sum m it it affords 
facilities for the existence of every kind 
of plant and animal. 
No wonder that 
after its discovery by the missionary 
Rehmann, in 1848, it was alw ays an 
object of much speculation and inter­ 
est. 
Forty five Europeans visited the 
mountain before Dr. Meyer in 1887 be­ 
gan the work that has given him the 
first place among its explorers. A num ­ 
ber of his predecessors tried in vain to 
reach its snow crowned sum m it. Meyer 
succeeded only on his third attempt. 
In 1887 he attained the altitnde of 17,- 
880 feet, when he was compelled to 
turn back and rejoin his exhausted 
comrades below. He was again defeated 
in his attempt of 1888, bot in 1889 he 
floundered through the snow to the top 
of Kaiser W ilhelm peak on the edge of 
the Kibo crater, the culm inating point 
cf Africa. There he saw a glacial stream 
emerging through a rift in the crater 
wall and moving down the west slope. 
Since his conquest of the mountain 
much has been added to our knowledge ] 
of Kilima-Njaro by officials in the gov­ 
ernment of German east Africa and 
German naturalists who have spent 
many months in studying it. The w rit­ 
ings of Dr. Lent, who was murdered by 
natives living on the m ountain slope, 
aud the book of Professor Volkens, pub­ 
lished two years ago, recorded many 
observations of much merit. 
But noth­ 
ing was added to the discoveries that 
Meyer made in the Alpine region of the 
mountain. 
Not one of his successors 
reached the ice of Kibo, though many 
made the attempt. 
It is almost im pos­ 
sible to induce the native assistants to 
enter the colder zone of the upper a lti­ 
tudes, but it was in this A lpine region 
that the most interesting problems re­ 
mained to be solved. Here is the center 
of the upbuilding of the m ountain and 
the area from which a thorough study 
of it may best be made. 
Dr. M eyer’s 
plan last summer was to circle the 
mountain in the region of the ice and 
in the subarctic zone below i t 
H is 
plans were successfully carried out in 
all respects, and the entire mountain 
mass, which extends for about 15 m iles 
feast and west and 20 m iles north and 
south, may now be mapped in m uch de­ 
tail. 
In 1889 Dr. Meyer discovered one 
glacier proceeding from the snows of 
the summit. He bas now mapped 12 of 
these ice streams. The brilliant success 
cf his undertaking is due, in part, to 
the methods of travel which his previ­ 
ous experience suggested and to the ex­ 
cellent qualities of his black guides, 
who, having followed him once before 
above the snow lim it, rendered him far 
more efficient service on his last visit. 
He provided every comfort w hich the 
conditions of m ountain clim bing per­ 
mitted his party to enjoy. 
A fter each 
hard day’s work the party crept into 
their warm fur sleeping bags, such as 
Dr. Nansen used in his arctic expedi­ 
tion. 
Thus assured good rest at night, 
they were fully refreshed and strength­ 
ened for the hard labors of the day. 
On Aug. 9 last Dr. Meyer ascended 
the south slope of the m ountain

ondv the great fissure that had been 
observed to the southeast of M awenzi, 
the lower summit. 
He found that this

he found, under the shelter’ of a rock, a 
puny blossom. 
It was higher up the

the Bantu natives of the southern slope. 
They seem to be akin to the nomads of 
the north, the great Masai tribe of 
Hamitic origin, a branch of the hnman 
family that is classed among the white 
races. These people are the only inhab­ 
itants of the northern slope. 
They did 
not impress Dr. Meyer favorably, and 
he calls them “ a dirty and impudent 
race. ” 
In h;s camp on the north slope the 
thermometer sank to 18 degrees F. 
From this point his party straggled 
over 8,000 feet higher through the snow 
up to the crater of Kibo, which they 
entered through the Hans Meyer cleft. 
The crater is roughly circular in form, 
with a diameter of about \% miles. In 
1889 it was half full of snow and ice, 
but the ice masses have been greatly 
reduced since Dr. Meyer first saw them 
and the glacier emerging from the 
crater on the western side is also of 
small dimensions. 
Dr. Meyer then pursued his march 
around the mountain mass just below 
the snow lim it and at lower levels. 
He 
made his first visit to the northwest 
and west slopes of the mountain, where 
he found many rugged, volcanic cones 
that had been reared on the side of the 
mountain by outbursts at a height of 
about 13,500 feet, flooding the flank of 
the mountain with colossal lava streams 
that had run together to form a pla­ 
teau, which the explorer named theG a- 
luma plateau after a large cave he dis­ 
covered at a height of 11,800 feet, 
where he had pitched his tents. 
When 
he climbed up the western side of the 
Kibo crater, he discovered three inde­ 
pendent glaciers descending from the 
snows to a height of 16,000 feet, with 
heaps of moraine in front of them. Be­ 
low were broad troughs extending two 
and a half to three miles, their high 
lateral moraines indicating their glacial 
origin. These depressions which glaciers 
had excavated extend down to 12,500 
feet. He named the middle glacier after 
Dr. Erich von Drygalski, the distin­ 
guished explorer of Greenland glaciers. 
Two more glaciers were discovered 
on the southern slope of the mountain 
whose m elting terminations are drained 
into the W eruwern river. One of these 
glaciers descends to 13,800 feet, which 
is lower than 
any other of the ice 
streams on the mountain. Another trip 
to the southeast of the Kibo crater, be­ 
low the Ratzel glacier, which flows 
down the east side, revealed a large ex­ 
tent of glaciated ground, the lowest 
moraines and striated rocks lying at a 
height of about 12,000 fe et 
On this 
southeast elope, at a height of 15,900 
feet, the party reached another glacier, 
from which, to their astonishment, 
they saw six more of these great ice 
streams, m aking this part of Kilim a- 
Njaro the most imposing glacial zone 
on the mountain. 
The forms of the ice 
surface here differ essentially from those 
on the east and west sides. Dr. Meyer, 
accordingly, has discovered 12 glaciers 
coming from the region of perpetual 
snow and descending the east, south 
and west sides of the monntain, and yet 
the geographers of England declared 50 
years ago that Rebmann was drawing 
on his im agination when he told of the 
snow that crowned the greatest of 
African sum m its. The enow was there, 
and plenty of it, but the humble m is­ 
sionary traveler died long before justice 
was done to his faithful labors.—N ew 
York Sun.

R ecent A ttack o f Filipino!! Carnied Them 
to Order R em aining Troops 
From P hilippines. 


M a d r id , May 15.—Senor Don Fran­ 
cisco Silvela, the Spanish premier, in an 
interview regarding the attack by the 
Filipinos upon the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga, island of Mindanao, in 
which two Spanish officers aud three 
men were wounded and one man was 
killed, said: 
“It is very painful to us to have suf­ 
fered these losses in a territory that 
does not belong to us. 
We left these 
troops in the Philippines in the hope 
that they might aid in securing the re­ 
lease of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Filipinos. Our efforts in 
this direction 
have 
been 
fruitless. 
Aguinaldo refuses to treat with us, aud 
a Frenchman (M. Dumarais) who had 
offered on our behalf to treat with the 
enemy, was killed by them. 
“ America has not yet succeeded, as 
she has no more authority thau we had. 
We cannot leave troops any longer in a 
territory that we are not obliged to de­ 
fend, and I have telegraphed General 
Rios to use three steamers for the im­ 
mediate transportation of our troops 
from Zamboanga and Yolo, and to ac­ 
quaint Major General Otis with those 
instructions, so that the American com­ 
mander may possess the territories we 
are abandoning.’’

W a sh in g t o n, May 
15. — Admiral 
Dewey’s home coming by way of the 
Mediterranean may give occasion for 
distinguished honors from the navies of 
Europe, most of them being represented 
by extensive squadrons in those waters 
and wane of them having their chief 
naval stations at Mediterranean ports. 
Already Ambassador Cambon of France 
called the attention of the authorities at 
Paris to the return of Admiral Dewey 
by way of the Mediterranean and tin' 
probable sailing of his flagship Olympia 
past the French naval ports in Algiers. 
These are opposite the British posses­ 
sions of Gibraltar and Malta, at the 
entrance to the Mediterranean, and are 
easy and natural stopping places along 
the route. 
It was hardly expected that 
the Admiral would stop at Toulon, the 
great naval depot of France. At the 
ports of French Algiers he will be* ac­ 
corded every honor due not only to his 
high rank, hut to the universal esteem 
in which he is held by the naval fra­ 
ternity. 
The British authorities had taken no 
steps to have the admiral stop at British 
ports, but it was stated by one of the 
British officials that Dewey would he 
assured a most enthusiastic greeting if 
he stopped at any British station, and 
that undoubtedly steps would be taken 
to induce him to touch at Plymouth 
and Portsmouth, the southern naval 
depots of England, if there was any 
prospect of his acceptance. In any 
event, it was said, the admiral was quite 
likely to stop at Malta aud Gibraltar 
as these are the usual coaling place 
and this would give an opportunity for 
an expression of British esteem for him 
In tin? event that the admiral could be 
induced to spot iii England enroute 
home it was said that he would probably 
be met at Aden or Port Said by a Brit 
ish escort.

Mr. C. H. Bundy of Marion, Iud., 
was in Muncie the other day. Mr. Bun­ 
dy is the now famous inventor of the 
new calendar which he expects to see 
universally adopted in 1900. Mr. Bun­ 
dy, when asked regarding his unique 
idea for a new calendar for 1900, with 
13 months of 28 days each, 
said. 
“ When the present calendar was adopt­ 
ed, an error was made which makes it 
necessary to drop leap year in 1900, 
that the calendar may be exact with a 
correct solar reckoning. The history of 
early calendars is very unreliable, but 
enough is known to show that they 
were numerous and incorrect. 
I have 
made a study of this, and therefore I 
have designed and have a copyright on 
a new calendar which I hope will be 
adopted at the beginning of the next 
century. ” 
Mr. Bundy divides the year into 13 
months of four weeks each. 
As 1900 
comes in on Monday, and as Monday is 
the first day of the commercial week, 
he makes it the first day of the month. 
The new month is called Centuary, be­ 
cause of the time of its proposed adop- 
tion—the end of one century and the 
beginning of another. Under the Bundy 
calendar the months do not begin and 
end on different days in the week, as is 
now the case, greatly to our confusion. 
“ This new calendar,” continued Mr. 
Bundy, in explaining its features, “ will 
be good for all years to come, dating 
from the time of its adoption. 
By this 
arrangement it will not be necessary t<> 
look for or consult a last year a calen­ 
dar or to compute time to find what 
day of the week or month a certain date 
was or will be. 
Another valuable fea­ 
ture under this scheme is that holidays, 
birthdays and all special dates will be 
permanent. 
This plan gives us a year 
of 364 days, leaving a shortage of 1,4 
days plus, which may be taken up in 
Centuary or any other month when 
enough time has accumulated to make 
an extra week. The present calendar 
takes an extra day every four years to 
keep us in line with solar time. 
Now, 
for the sake of permanency, why not 
allow the loss of time to run on until 
we have enough to make an extra week ? 
My calendar is very simple, equally 
complete and on a par with standard 
time. 
It is practicable in every way 
aud abreast with this progressive age.” 
Mr. Bundy has gathered all the extra 
days over and above 28 in each month 
from the present calendar and formed 
Ceutuury, and while he has placed it 
after December he is inclined to think 
the new month should be the first of 
the year on account of the world s at­ 
tachment to Christmas and its time in 
solar calculation, but in constructing a 
calendar for the whole world holidays 
should be considered last. 
lf the new 
month is placed as the first, our local 
holidays will come later, excepting 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, end it 
last they will come earlier, but in no 
case. it I* claimed, will the change be 
serious, as the objection will be almost 
wholly a matter of sentiment.

Saturday the assessors completed their 
work w it h the exception of Mr. Mc 
Kenty, of the First ward 
They met in 
an office in the Stevenson block Satur­ 
day n ig h t and finished their books, and 
this morning at 6 :30 o’clock they left 
for Lisbon where they presented their 
books to Judge Boone and Auditor Har­ 
vey. Messrs. Kinsey, Deitz and Oroxall 
were seen before they left this morning 
and gave the following as a result of 
their w ork: 
In the second ward Assessor Kinsey 
found the valuation to be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $150,000. 
This is an increase 
of $5,500 over the valuation of last year. 
In this ward were found to be 887 per­ 
sons able to vote, and only 75 dogs were 
found. 
The Third ward was gone over by 
Henry Deitz, and the valuation de­ 
creased considerably since last year. 
Property to the value of $80,000 was 
booked, and 700 voters were listed. But 
25 dog owners were found, which is a 
marked decrease from the report of last 
year. 
Assessor Oroxall stated the valuation 
of the property in the Sixth ward was 
placed at $28,060, while last year the 
valuation was $31,970. 
This shows a 
decrease of $3,310 over the last report. 
In the ward 801 male persons over 21 
years were found, and 101 dogs will be 
taxed. 
The assessors when asked the cause of 
the decrease in valuation of the Third 
and Fourth wards, said the majority of 
the money that was tied up last year has 
been released and invested, and that 
more was being released and placed in 
investments every day.

“Colonel Fred Funston of the Twen­ 
tieth Kansas volunteers, who is making 
such a record as a fighter in the Philip­ 
pine campaign, will never get over his 
disappointment at not going to West 
Point, about 14 years ago,” said one of 
Funston's classmates at the Kansas 
State university to a New York Tri!) 
une reporter recently after reading the 
dispatches from Manila. The narrator, 
who is a machine manufacturer in New 
York, had a number of stories to tell 
about Funston. This was one of them: 
"Funston is a native of Ohio, and, 
although one of the smallest men in the 
university, he was one of the pluckiest. 
Before going to the university, from 
which, by the way, he was not gradu 
ated, owing to his being dull in studies, 
he tried the examination for a West 
Point cadetship, lf I remember rightly, 
this was about 14 or 15 years ago, when 
Funston was a mere stripling and when 
his father was a congressman from a 
southern Kansas district. 
“ Fred’s father bad at his disposal, 
subject to competitive examination, a 
cadetship, and Fred, after filling his 
mind with United States history and 
practicing at marksmanship and sword 
exercise for months, went intr the ex­ 
amination, which was held, I think, at 
Paola. Fred was confident. That’s the 
way he is built, by the way, notwith­ 
standing that he is small and redhead­ 
ed. and he thought that the cadetship 
was a sure thing. 
His father thought 
so, too, and no doubt helped Fred along 
as much as possible. 
"In the examination were half i 
dozen farmers’ sons, among them a fel 
low named Charles Crawford. This 
Crawford knew a thing or two himself 
and had a much better all around store 
of knowledge than Funston possessed. 
When the papers were examined, Craw­ 
ford was found to be the winner by a 
handsome margin, with Fred a poor 
second. 
“ The disappointment nearly broke 
Funston’e heart, and he was as savage 
as a bulldog for months afterward. 
Fred was named as the alternate, and 
he had a gleam of hope that Crawford 
would be killed in a cyleone or get 
struck by lightning or get crippled in 
a railroad smash up, and that as alter­ 
nate he would go to West Point after 
all. 
But Crawford was an unusually 
healthy fellow and went to the Military 
academy, where he was graduated well 
up in his class. 
He accepted a lieuten­ 
ancy in the army and in the Hantiago 
campaign was brevetted captain for 
gallant conduct under fire. 
He is now 
a lieutenant in the Twenty-first in­ 
fantry, aud he left San Francisco for 
Manila three weeks ago with his regi­ 
ment. 
“ Now Funston is a colonel, with the 
prospect of speedily becoming a briga­ 
dier general, and it is possible that 
Crawford, who will arrive in Manila as 
a lieutenant, will have bis regiment 
assigned to Funston’s brigade.

Twelve Big Ice Stream s Found 


on Africa’s Loftiest Mountain. 


DISCOVERIES OF DR. HANS MEYER. 


>oted Explorer Ha* Spent a Year 
vt tidying Mount KIlinia-Yjaro and 
Hft„ Found Twelve Glaciers De- 
•eendlng From It* Snow Capped 
iviik on All Side* of the Mountain. 


The energy of volcanic forces in all 
parte of the world appears to have a t ­ 
tained its 
maximum in tropical re­ 
gions. 
The greatest volcanoes are in­ 
variably found there, 
though other 
lines of eruption may extend far out­ 
ride the equatorial area. Thus in Africa 
by far the greatest m ountain masses of 
tolcanic origin are in the neighborhood 
of the equator. 
Among them the peak 
of Ruweazori towers 17,400 feet above 
the sea, Kenia rises to a height of 19,- 
000 feet, and Kibo, the highest summ it 
of Kilima-Njaro, attains 19,760 feet. 
Kilima-Njaro is thus the loftiest moun­ 
tain in Africa and lies just south of the 
equator. 
Dr. Hans Meyer has just spent a sea­ 
son in the study of this giant among 
mountains, Kilima-Njaro, which has a 
place for all the climates of the world 
upon its slopes. 
From its tropical base 
to its ice crowned sum m it it affords 
facilities for the existence of every kind 
of plant and animal. 
No wonder that 
after its discovery by the missionary 
Rebmann, in 1848, it was always an 
object of much speculation and inter­ 
est. 
Forty five Europeans visited the 
mountain before Dr. Meyer in 1887 be­ 
gan the work that has given him the 
first place among its explorers. A num ­ 
ber of his predecessors tried in vain to 
reach its snow crowned summ it. Meyer 
succeeded only on his third attempt. 
In 1887 he attained the altitude of 17,- 
880 feet, when he was compelled to 
turn back and rejoin his exhausted 
comrades below. He was again defeated 
in his attempt of 1888, but in 1889 he 
floundered through the snow to the top 
of Kaiser Wilhelm peak on the edge of 
the Kibo crater, the culm inating point 
of Africa. There he saw a glacial stream 
emerging through a rift in the crater 
wall and moving down the west slope. 
Since his conquest of the mountain 
much has been added to our knowledge 
of Kilima-Njaro by officials in the gov- j 
eminent of German east Africa and 
German naturalists who have spent 
many months in studying it. The w rit­ 
ings of Dr. Lent, who was murdered by 
natives living on the m ountain slope, 
and the book of Professor Volkena, pub­ 
lished two years ago, recorded many 
observations of much merit. 
But noth­ 
ing was added to the discoveries that 
Meyer made in the Alpine region of the 
mountain. 
Not one of his successors 
reached the ice of Kibo. though many 
made the attempt. 
It is almost impos 
sible to induce the native assistants to 
enter the colder zone of the upper alti­ 
tudes, but it was in this Alpine region 
that the most interesting problems re­ 
mained to be solved. Here is the center 
of the upbuilding of the m ountain and 
the area from which a thorough study 
of it may best be made. 
Dr. Meyer’s 
plan last summer was to circle the 
mountain in the region of the ice and 
in the subarctic zone below it. 
His 
plans were successfully carried out in 
all respects, and the entire mountain 
mass, which extends for about 15 miles 
east and west and 20 miles north and 
south, may now be mapped in much de­ 
tail. 
In 1889 Dr. Meyer discovered one 
glacier proceeding from the snows of 
the summit. He has now mapped 12 of 
these ice streams. The brilliant success 
of his undertaking is due, in part, to 
the methods of travel which his previ­ 
ous experience suggested and to the ex­ 
cellent qualities of his black guides, 
who, having followed him once before 
above the snow limit, rendered him far 
more efficient service on his last visit 
He provided every comfort which the 
conditions of m ountain climbing per­ 
mitted his party to enjoy. 
After each 
hard day’s work the party crept into 
their warm fur sleeping bags, such as 
Dr Nansen used in his arctic expedi- 
tion. Thus assured good rest at night, 
they were fully refreshed and strength­ 
ened for the hard labors of the day. 
Oh Aug. 9 last Dr. Meyer ascended 
the south slope of the m ountain to 
►tndy the great fissure that had been 
observed to the southeast of Mawenzi, 
the lower summit. 
He found that this 
long and wide depression was not exca* 
'ated by erosion, but was the result of 
Colent dislocation, probably during one 
f t the volcanic outbursts which caused 
j1 large area to subside. 
A little later 
a* achieved the first ascent on the 
northern slope that has been made. He 
pushed up through the pathless forest 
to a height of 12,500 feet, far above the 
ree Hut*, and pitched his camp at the 
northeast foot of the glacial detritus 
~ 
forms the steep sum m it of Kibo. 
tie observed on this side of the moan* 
ain that the climate is much drier 
nan on the southern slope. Thecharac- 
erintic plants of the semiarid steppe 
below are spread everywhere over the 
j ^er part of the northern slope. 
At a

the summit of Mont Blanc. 


he found, under the shelter of a rock, a 
puny blossom. 
It was higher up the 
mountain 
than any other flowering 
plant, and above it there were only a 
few types of arctic vegetation. 
In the 
inhabited region of the north side he 
found a tribe that differed greatly from 
the Bantu natives of the southern slope. 
They seem to be akin to the nomads of 
the north, the great Masai tribe of 
Hamitic origin, a branch of the human 
family that is classed among the white 
races. These people are the only inhab­ 
itants of the northern slope. 
They did 
not impress Dr. Meyer favorably, and 
he calls them “ a dirty and impudent 
race.” 
In his camp on the north slope the 
thermometer sank to 18 degrees F. 
From this point his party struggled 
over 8,000 feet higher through the snow 
up to the crater of Kibo, which they 
entered through the Hang Meyer cleft. 
The crater is roughly circular in form, 
with a diameter of about I % miles. In 
1889 it was half full of snow and ice, 
but the ice masses have been greatly 
reduced since Dr. Meyer first saw them 
and the glacier emerging from the 
crater on the western side is also of 
small dimensions. 
Dr. Meyer then pursued his march 
around the mountain mass just below 
the snow limit and at lower levels. 
He 
made his first visit to the northwest 
and west slopes of the mountain, where 
he found many rugged, volcanic cones 
that bad been reared on the side of the 
mountain by outbursts at a height of 
about 18,500 feet, flooding the flank of 
the mountain with colossal lava streams 
that had run together to form a pla­ 
teau, which the explorer named the Ga- 
luma plateau after a large cave he dis­ 
covered at a height of 
11,800 feet, 
where be had pitched his tents. 
When 
he climbed up the western side of the 
Kibo crater, he discovered three inde­ 
pendent glaciers descending from the 
snows to a height of 16,000 feet, with 
heaps of moraine in front of them. Be­ 
low were broad troughs extending two 
and a half to three miles, their high 
lateral moraines indicating their glacial 
origin. These depressions which glaciers 
had excavated extend down to 12,500 
feet. He named the middle glacier after 
Dr. Erich von Drygalski, the distin­ 
guished explorer of Greenland glaciers. 
Two more glaciers were discovered 
on the southern slope of the mountain 
whose m elting terminations are drained 
into the W eruweru river. One of these 
glaciers descends to 13,800 feet, which 
is lower than any other of the ice 
streams on the mountain. Another trip 
to the southeast of the Kibo crater, be­ 
low the Ratzel glacier, which flows 
down the east side, revealed a large ex­ 
tent of glaciated ground, the lowest 
moraines and striated rocks lying at a 
height of about 12,000 feet 
On this 
southeast elope, at a height of 15,900 
feet, the party reached another glacier, 
from which, to their astonishment, 
they saw six more of these great ice 
streams, making this part of Kilima 
Njaro the most imposing glacial zone 
on the monntain. 
The forms of the ice 
surface here differ essentially from those 
on the east and west sides. Dr. Meyer, 
accordingly, has discovered 12 glaciers 
coming from the region of perpetual 
snow and descending the east, south 
and west sides of the monntain, and yet 
the geographers of England declared 50 
years ago th at Rebmann was drawing 
on his imagination when he told of the 
snow that crowned the greatest of 
African enmmits. The snow was there, 
and plenty of it, but the humble mis­ 
sionary traveler died long before justice 
was done to his faithful labors.—New

The question of taking off hats has 
been discussed by the women of the In­ 
dependence Avenue church for several 
weeks. 
Several of the church societies 
considered the step and approved it. 
The W omen’s Foreign Missionary soci­ 
ety and the Ladies’ Aid society both 
passed on the question. 
They decided 
that the hats should come off. But how 
start it ? That was the trouble. 
If all 
the women would take off their hats to­ 
gether, all right.

near the pulpit began unpinning their 
hats. 
The rest made no move, and Dr. 
Hughes continued slowly: 
“ For it would not do, perhaps, for 
some to take off their hats. They might 
take cold. ” 
Still only the original 50 sat bare­ 
headed. 
Dr. Hughes looked a trifle dubious, 
but said: 
“ It would not do for others, because 
they have fixed their hair in such a way 
that it would not look pretty if the hat 
were removed. ” 
A hundred additional pairs of hands 
at once went to work. 
Dr. Hughes began smiling confidently 
and continned: 
“ Others would fear to take off hats 
lest the hair might come with them .” 
With one accord 500 women hastily 
unfastened their hats; then, the rest not 
wishing to stand out, there was a gen­ 
eral onset upon Easter millinery. 
For 
a few minutes women’s fingers were 
busy patting, carling and smoothing, 
and it was only one or two that were 
fortunate enough to have pocket m ir­ 
rors along. 
These few tiny reflectors 
did duty for the entire pews they were 
in. Then, with a sigh, everybody lean­ 
ed back and listened. 
W ithout further 
remarks Dr. Hughes started upon his 
sermon. 
“ It is terribly annoying,’’ he said 
afterward, “ to the man in the pulpit to 
watch the frantic efforts of people in 
the congregation to keep him in sight 
Whenever I take a step, every head in 
the congregation sways to one side or 
the other in an effort to look jnst past 
an Easter hat.

M a d r id , May 15.—Senor Don Frau 
cisco Silvela, the Spanish premier, in an 
interview regarding the attack by the 
Filipinos upon the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga, island of Mindanao, in 
which two Spanish officers aud three 
men were wounded aud one man was 
killed, said: 
“ It is very painful to us to have suf­ 
fered these losses in a territory that 
does not belong to us. 
We left these 
troops in the Philippines in the hope 
that they might aid in securing the re­ 
lease of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Filipinos. Our efforts in

have

Aguinaldo refuses to treat with us, aud 
a Frenchman (M. Dumarais) who had 
offered on our behalf to treat with the 
enemy, was killed by them. 
“ America has not yet succeeded, as 
she has no more authority than we had. 
We cannot leave troops any longer in a 
territory that we are not obliged to de­ 
fend, and I have telegraphed General 
Kies to use three steamers for the im­ 
mediate transportation of our troops 
from Zamboanga and Volo, and to ac­ 
quaint Major General Otis w ith those 
instructions, so that the American com­ 
mander may possess the territories we 
are abandoning.”

15. — Admiral 
Dewey’s home coming by way of the 
Mediterranean may give occasion for 
distinguished honors from the navies of 
Europe, most of them being represented 
by extensive squadrons in those waters 
and some of them having their chie 
naval stations at Mediterranean ports. 
Already Ambassador Gambon of France 
called the attention of the authorities at 
Paris to the return of Admiral Dewey 
by way of the Mediterranean and the 
probable sailing of his flagship Olympia 
past the French naval ports in Algieis. 
These are opposite the British posses­ 
sions of Gibraltar and Malta, at the 
entrance to the Mediterranean, and art 
easy and natural stopping places along 
the route. 
It w as hardly expected that 
tin* Admiral would stop at Toulon, the 
great naval depot of France. 
At the 
ports of French Algiers he wall be* ac­ 
corded every honor due not only to his 
high rank, but to the universal esteem 
in which he is held by the naval fra­ 
ternity. 
The British authorities had taken no 
steps to have the admiral stop at British 
ports, but it was stated by one of the 
British officials that Dewey would be 
assured a most enthusiastic greeting I 
lie stopped at any British station, ami 
that undoubtedly stops would be taken 
to induce him to touch at Plymouth 
and Portsmouth, the southern naval 
depots of England, if there was any 
prospect of his acceptance. 
In anv 
event, it was said, the adm iral was quite 
likely to stop ut Malta and ^Gibraltar, 
as these are the usual coaling places 
and this would give an opportunity for 
an expression of British esteem for him.
